LONDON, July 29, 3 a. m.—The assassina- 
tion yesterday morning in St. Petersburg of 
Minister of Interior von Plehve by means of 
a bomb hurled at his carriage as he was on 
his way to make his weekly report to the 
ezar is declared by St. Petersburg corre- 


to be the result of a widespread plot. 


Rumor Antedates Crime. 

The Daily Telegraph publishes a plot re- 
port from Helsingfors, Finland, dated July 
27, the dky before the assassination took 
place. This dispatch says that the Russian 
police claim to have discovered a widespread 
conspiracy, having its center at St. Peters- 
burg and the alleged object of which was to 
take the life of the minister of the interior. 
Numerous arrests, the dispatch says, have 
already been made and domiciliary searches 
are taking place nightly. 


Conspiracy in Finland. 


The Copenhagen correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph says it is reported in the Denmark 
capital that a large body of conspirators ex- 
ists both in Russia and in Finland, deter- 
mined to exterminate all the leading Russian 
Statesmen and officials held responsible for 
the present system of government. 


Sees Renewed Nihilism. 


The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Express says the Russian police possess 
clews which lead to the conclusion that Von 
Plehve’s murder was the result of a cafe- 
fully prepared plot and that the authorities 
are convinced the assassination is a link ina 
long chain of similar crimes. 

“It is feared,” says the Express corre- 
spondent, “that a nihilist reign of terror has 
been inaugurated and that the revolutionists 
have drawn a long list of high personages 
condemned to death by the revolutionary 


nation occur.

Death a Blow to Russia. 

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 28.—The assas- 
sination of Minister of the Interior von 
Plehve, which oocurred at 9:30 o'clock yes- 
‘terday morning, occupies official and public 
attention here to the exclusion of every other 
topic. For the time the war its forgotten, 
and even the expected event at the Alexandra 
palace is overshadowed. 

M. von Plehve was the most influential 
member of the government and was ad- 
mitted to be the greatest statesman in Rus- 
sia since the retirement of M. de Witte. 


Attack on Minister of Justice. 


That the trouble is not at an end was indi- 
cated in a most startling manner this after- 
noon. 

As Minister of Justice Muravieff was driv- 
ing to the Peterhof palace to report to Em- 
peror Nicholas the assassination of Minister 
of the Interior von Plehve, stones were 
thrown at him and his carriage windows 
were broken. The identity of the minister's 
assailants has not yet been discovered, but 
the affair has added to the consternation 
caused by the death of Von Plehve earlierin 
the day. 


Bomb Hurled at Carriage. 

M. von Plehve was assassinated at 9:50 
o'clock Thursday morning by a bomb thrown 
at his carriage while he was driving to the 
Baltic station to take a train for the palace 
at Peterhof. 

The assassination is believed to be the out- 
come of a widespread plot, the existence of 
which has been suspected for several days. 
Numerous arrests have already been made. 
including that of the assassin, a young man 
who is believed to be a Finn named Leglo, 
and who is now in a hospital severely and 
perhaps fatally injured by the explosion of 
his own bomb. 


Accomplices Are Arrested. 


An accomplice of Leglo, also apparently 
a Finn, but whose name is unknown, has 
been arrested. He had in his possession a 
‘bomb, which he tried to throw, but he was 
overpowered by the police just in time to 
prevent great loss of life. 

The assassin wore a brown overcoat and 
a railroad official's cap. He stood. on the 
sidewalk just as Minister von Plehve's car- 
riage was about to cross the canal bridge 
near the station. The minister was escorted 
by a number of detectives on bicycles, and 


rushed into the road and threw the bomb 
after the carriage. The missile struck the 
hind wheel and exploded with fearful force, 
killing or wounding over a score of persons. 


Minister and Coachman Dead. 


Minister von Plehve and his coachman 
were killed outright. . 

Altogether fourteen outsiders were in- 
jured by the explosion. Capt. Tzventsky of 
the guards, who was driving in a cab, sus- 
tained a fracture of the skull. It has been 
trepanned, but @the captain is not expected 
to recover. 


Detective Takes Assassin. 


One of the cyclist detectives arrested the 
assassin, who endeavored to escape though 
wounded by. splinters in the face, arm, and 
abdomen. Hemade noattempt at resistance, 
however, when seized by the detective and 
confessed his crime, but refused to give his 
name. 


Wide Avenue Chosen for Crime, 


M. von Plehve was driving along the 
Zalalkonski prospect, a broad thoroughfare 
leading up to the Warsaw depot, whence the 
road turns sharply to the left toward the 
Baltic railroad station. The exact spot at 
which the outrage occurred is just before 
the bridge spanning the circular canal, on 
the other side of which both stations are 


situated.

Will Refuse to Obey Grand Jury’s 
Instructions. 


ACTS ON ATTORNEY'S ADVICE 


Levy Mayer Suggests Reformers Seek 
Mandamus to Force Arrests. 


Sheriff Thomas E. Barrett last night ac- 
quired a legal opinion on the basis of which 
he refuses to obey the instruction given him 
by the present grand jury to put a stop to 
the lawless racetrack gambling in Cook 


county. 

On the authority of a long typewritten 
opinion furnished by Attorney Levy Mayer 
last night the sheriff will refuse to sanction 
a raid on the “ bookles’’ such as contem- 
plated by the jury. Long study of law books 
apparently has made the sheriff feel he can 
“stand pat” with impunity. This pleases 
the sheriff beyond all description. 

Nevertheless, a combat with the reformers 
is expected by Barrett and his legal! counsel 
before it is demonstrated that the sheriff is 
master of the situation. In statements made 
as addenda to the legal opinion both voice 
their “ eagerness” to enter the courts and 
fight the issue to the last ditch. 


Mayer Courts Mandamus Suit. 


Attorney Mayer has violated conventions 
to the extent of pointing out to persons who 
may desire to take issue with him on the 
soundness of his opinion just how they may 
ascertain who is right about the matter. He 
advises that any such person at once apply 
for a writ of mandamus, petitioning the 
courts to compel the sheriff to do the grand 
jury's bidding. 

Inferentially, the’ sheriff and his counsel 
expect that this person will be either Assist- 


A. Seeberbger of the Citizens’ association. 
The first represented the state’s attorney's 
otfice in the grand jury's investigation, and 
the second was the head of the reform or- 
ganization that petitioned for the investiga- 
tion of racetrack gambling. 

Sheriff Wants a “Vindication.” 

On the word of the sheriff, he will be 
“pleased ”’ if some disgruntled person will 
institute court proceedings against him to- 
day. in order that the whole matter may be 
disposed of expeditiously. He admits that 
the attempt,madeby “ outsiders " to manage 
the sheriff's office for him has been a “ great 
strain.” He seeks a vindication of his pos!i- 
tion. 

On the face of it, the opinion which Attor- 
ney Mayer has prepared presents Sheriff Bar- 
rett as a martyr to honest convictions. In 
substance, it declares that the grand jury 
had no right to tell the sheriff what to do, 
and, supposing it had that right, the sheriff 
would make a grave mistake if he did it. 
It is replete with quotations from the statutes 
in support of each contention, 


What the Lawyer Says. 
Omitting such quotations, it is as follows: 
“I have considered what purports to be 

a resolution of the present grand jury, re- 
eiting that there is gambling at racetracks 
and requesting the sheriff of Cook county ‘ to

“There is no legal authority in the grand 
jury to pass such a resolution, Its action is 
of no greater legal effect than would be a

“ But, assuming that by reason of suc 
resolution you have been formally notified 
that gambling is now being conducted at cer- 
tain racetracks, you further inquire as to 
what are your legal duties with reference to 
arresting all offenders at such racetracks, 
and your right to close such tracks. 

“Under the statutes of this state the of- 
fense to which your attention is directed is 
a misdemeanor and nota felony. You must 
look to the statutes of this state to see 
whether or not you fave the right to make 
arrests without warrants or legal process for 
misdemeanors not committed In your pres- 
ence.”’ 

Is: Not Required to Raid. 

‘*] furthermore call your attention to the 
act of the legislature, approved May 31, 1895, 
which expressly recognizes the right to race 
horses in this state for ‘ prizes, purse, prem- 
jum, stake, or sweepstakes,’ and that such 
tracks have a right to operate is perfectly 
apparent. 

“Tf offenses have been committed the 
grand jury of this county has the jurisdic- 
tion to indict, and then it will become your 
duty promptly to execute any and all 
capiases upon such indictment. The ques- 
tion cannot be decided by public clamor or 
agitation. The law furnishes the measure 
of your duty, and for any violation by you 
of that duty you cannot plead the demands 
of the public nor of the grand jury as a 
defense.”’ 

In only one concession made by Attorney 
Mayer—that one implied—may those persons 
who think the sheriff should put a stop to 
racetrack gambling find justification. It is 
that Sheriff Barrett has a right to put a 
stop to misdemeanors committed “in ‘his 
presence.” The sheriff may evade the exer- 
cise of this right, however, it was pointed 
out, by staying away from racetracks. That 
may be a difficult thing for “‘ Tom” Barrett 


to do.

With the appointment of Mr. Ramsey as 
chief executive of the Missouri I acific the 
question of the successor of Ruseell Hard- 
ing, vice president and general manager, 
who recently resigned to accept an executive 
position with the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton, will be solved. 

It has long been known that Mr. Gould has 
ha@ under consideration a consolidation of 
his interests, not only for the sak2 ofaar- 
mony but for savirg in operation. 


Would Lighten Gould’s Labors. 

Above all others Mr. Ramsey is eligible to 
take charge of the combined properties. Mr. 
Gould is president of the Missouri Pacific, 
but, his intere being s0 numerous, he has 
not the time give to the system which he 
desires. 

Mr. Ramsey is at present in Pittsburg. 
When seen regarding the statement that the 
Missouri Pacific and Wabash ate to be com- 
bined and he is to be put in charge, he said: 

“So far as I know there is nothing in the 
rumor. However, I am not familiar with 
the intentions of Mr. Gould regarding the 
Missouri Pacific, and, as he is now in Europe, 
it is not likely that anything of this nature 
will be done until his return. 

‘Mr. Harding is now in charge of the line 
and will surely remain in control until after 
the return of Mr. Gould. 

“If there is any change to be made I am not, 
acquainted with it, but any such change con- 
templated will take place in September after 
the return of Mr. Gould.”

Try to Favor 


When the stock handlers returned to work . 
Wednesday morning it was with the under+ 
standing they would weigh, drive, and feed 
only the purchases of the small, independent . 

These were to be 
favored in every way possible by the unions, 
with which they were on friendly terms. — 

The big companies were seriously handl- 
capped in the pens and complained to the 
Union Stockyards and Transit company, 
which employs most of the handlers. Gen 
eral Manager A. G. Leonard of the latter 
company was unable to get experienced men 
and eould not compel the union drivers to do 
what they were told by their own officers not 
to do. 

Then it was suggested that the stockyards 
company was, in a sense, a public service 
corporation and its directors were told they 


| mig it~ look for an order of court requiring 


them to treat all customers alike. Fearing 
injunctions and other complications, Prest- 
dent Donnelly, on being told of the situation, 
instructed the stock handlers to treat all 
purchasers in the yards alike. 


Great Relief to Packers. 


The order went out at noon and it afforded 
immediate relief in the crowded pens. The 
largest receipts of cattle, sheep, and hogs 
since the beginning of the strike had been 
recorded in the morning and the stock could 
not be tended without the assistance of the 
old men. 

‘I left the matter to the representatives 
of the allied trades,’’ Donnelly said, “ so that 
no one could charge me with hasty action, 
The labor committee will decide the matter. | 
If it concludes the men can rightly refuse 
to handle the stock of the big companies, they 
will again do so.” - 


Bring 800 More New Men. 


Additions to the working crews numbered 
0 men, most of whqm came from outside of 
Chicago. Desertions from the forces housed 


| in the plants were about fifty. Thenew men 


were brought in on trains on the Lake Shore 
railroad, which landed them inside the yards. 
Those that came to Chicago on other lines 
were transferred to Lake Shore trains at the 
downtown depots, 
Great difficulty was experienced by the 
agents in charge of the strike breakers in 
holding their men together. A train that left 
Cleveland with 250 men arrived at the yarda 
with seventy-five. The others had dropped 
off at stations ajong the road as suited their 
convenience. 


One Hundred Negroes Desert. 


A lot of 100 negrves brought from Cincin- 
nati deserted in a body when they were On 
the streets of Chicago. They marched from 


‘the Dearborn passenger station, where thelr 


train unloaded, to an employment agency on 
the west side, and hired vut for railroad 
work in the northwest. 

Pickets from Chicago boarded a train at 
Whiting, Ind., and, it is said, induced three 
negroes who were on their way from Detroit 
to supplant strikers at the stockyards toa re- 
turn to Detroit. It was at first rumored 
about the stockyards that an entire trainioad 
of 200 strike breakers had been turned back 
by the pickets, but reports from Whiting and 
Hammond disproved this story. 

The additions to the forces were Cistrib- 
uted among the various plants.. The losses 
of strike breakers were also distributed, the 
lergest defection being at the Hammond 
Packing company establishment, where fifty- 
five negroes went out at one time. 

Conductor Hawley, who has had charge of 
the Lake Shore railway trains that have 
prought in the strike breakers to the stock- 
yards, left his position last night, saying 
that he was tired of doing nothing but haul 
negroes into the plants. 


Tell of Union Deserters. 


Officers of the different packing concerns 
told of the return of nearly 300 skilled work- 
ers who had left their unions. It was sald 
that several cattle and sheep butchers went 
back to Swift & Co., Arniour & Ce., and 
Nelson Morris & Co. Union leaders admitted 
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Maat some of the butchers had deserted, but 
they asserted the number was too small to 
se of consequence, 

In some cther cities the packers had more 
men than needed, and in others they had not 
enough to start their plants. 
smaller plants offered to send workers to the 
local plant of Swift & Co., as more men had 
applied than could be used. On the other 
hand, a carload of men was sent from Chi- 
tago to St. Joseph, Mo., by Nelson Morris 
& Co. 

Figures obtained at the five largest inde- 
pendent packing houses in the yards where 
there is no strike in progress show that 
these plants have more than doubled their 
force of men and their output of meat. The 
men are working in three shifts of eigh* 
hours each, and the killing and preparing of 
meat is continued day and night. 


ent Plants Are Busy. 
_ Previous to the strike these five plants were 
employing 410. This force has been increased 
to 960. The weekly output of the plants has 
increased from 3,300 cattle, 900 hogs, and 
4,700 sheep slaughtered before the strike, to 
8,500 cattle: 1,600 hogs, and 10,700 sheep 
for the week ending yesterday. All of this 
meat goes © supply the retail markets in’ 


Chicago. 

The estimated receipts for the day were 
11,000 cattle, 12,000 hogs, and 12,000 sheep. 
The result was a corresponding increase in 
the numbers of stock bought by the pack- 
ing houses, and an increase in the killing 
-at the strike bound plants. Large numbers 

of the stock were bought by out of town 

firms and snipped from the city. 

Many cara loaded at the packing houses 
were shipped to the branch houses and to 
points outside of the city, but.there was a 
shortage of cars for loading at the Morris, 
Armour, and Swift plants. Owing to a de- 
fective rail near the loading platform of the 

| Morris plant, a refrigerator car loaded with 
+ ice was oveturned in the morning. Several 
| negroes frora the south, who hawe not beep 
‘able to stand the low temperature of the 
cooling rooms, professed fear that the ac- 
cident was due to an attack by the strikers, 
and made it an excuse to quit. | 

Work was-resumed at the Schwarzschild & 

Sulzberger plant, but little was done. One 
hundred and fifty men were allotted to the 
plant from the day’s importations to rein- 
force the 100 sent to the plant on Tuesday. 


Young Women Drive the Buses. 

Because of theiradventuresome spirit, sev- 
eral young women employed in the offices of 
the packers assumed the role of teamsters 
and drove the "buses that take the office 
help to and from trains. Baron von Katsch, 
a doctor employed by Swift & Co., was an- 
other of the volunteer teamsters. . 

While taking a load of stenographers to the 

railway station in the evening one of his 
passengers, Bessie Thompson, asked him if 
he was not afraid to do the driving. The 
doctor replied laughingly that he was in ter- 
ror of his life. 
“Let me drive for you, then. I am not 
afraid,’’. Miss: Thompson replied, and she in- 
“sisted, keeping the driver’s place until the 
last trip had been made. 

There was much activity in the thorough- 
fares inside the yards all day. Wagons, 
earts, arid "buses went back and forth al- 
most as steadily as in times of peace. No 
drivers were sent with loads from theplants 
to dutside points, however. What meat was 
handled by wagon went from one department 
to another and the work was in charge of 
clerks and office employés. 

Many union men, former employés who 
struck on Monday and Tuesday in response { 
to the call for sympathetic action, were in 
the yards to get their pay. The sight of so | 
many workers going from the plants to- 
gether gave rise to the report that much 
larger number of strike breakers had de- 
serted than really had. 

Notices posted by Swift & Co. providing for 
the settlement of accounts with the strikers 
were as follows: 

“ All help leay'ng our employ July 25-6 will 
be paid in full at our Forty-first street mar- 
ket paymacier's window beginning July 28 
at 9 a. m.” 
| *“"We owe the men the money and areready 
o pay it,” said an officer of the company. 
“There is no other significance to the move.” 


Freight Handlers in Struggle. 

At a meeting of the leaders of the freight 
handlers’ union all members were instructed 
to refuse to have anything to do with con- 
signments to or from the packing companies. 
‘This was not a strike order, it was explained, 
but merely a “ leave alone” order. 

After several of the railroads had been 
\informed of the adoption of the rule, its en- 
\forcement was suspended at an evening 
‘meeting of the central council of the union. 
The.order will not go into effect, by the de- 

_ eision then reached, until President Donnelly 

of the butchers requests it. . 
The following document attested the first 

stand of the union: 

At a joint conference of the board of business 
agents and international president, held July 28, 
it was decided that all members under the juris- 
diction of the organization in the various rail- 
roads in Chicago be ordered not to deliver any 

freight of the packers in the stockyards, whether 
~, this freight is delivered at the hthouses by 
teams or cars. 

Curran and the business agents arrived at 
this conclusion after they had been be- 
sought for instructions by stewards of the 
union at the freighthouses of the Chicago 
and Erie, Wabash, and Illinois Central rail- 
roads. Packing house consignments were 
in the sheds of these lines and the men did 
not know what to do with them. 

“You will leave them alone,” said Curran, 
after the meeting. ‘‘ This is no strike order, 
however. It applies only to one class of 
shipments. We will have nothing to do with 
the packers and will not lend our assistance 
to them with the other unions on strike 
against them.’ 

Railways Issue a Statement. 

For the railroads, Slason Thompson made 
this statement of their relations with the 
freight handlers’ organization: 

At an informal conference called on a mis- 

apprehension it developed that none of the roads in 
the General Managers’ association of Chicago had 
fecelved notice that its freight handlers would 
#trike in case they were called on to handle freight 
for the packing houses whose men are out on 
strike. Neither is it considered at all probable 
that they will receive notice or that the railway 
freight handlers will take such action, which will 
be a direct violation of their agreements entered 
into last year with all the Chicago roads which 
are only terminable on thirty days’ notice from 
either party. 

There has been no strike of the freight handlers 
of the Chicago Junction railway, the report to that 
effect arising from the fact that twenty-two 
freight handlers were laid off because the strike 
of the packing house teamsters left no work for 
them to do. They all reported for duty yesterday 
and were put to work in other departments of the 
company's service. 

Few Signs of Negotiations. —_ 

With the state board of arbitration gone 
from the city, the only sign of negotiations 
between the oppdésing interests came from a 
visit of A. L.. Ames of Buckingham, Ia., and 
Henry C. Wallace of Des Moines at the of- 
feces of the union.

STRIKERS HALT 
PACKERS’ TRADE. 


Pickets Stop Wagons at the 
Branch Markets and Many — 
Retailers Turn Back. 


BOYCOTT IS A THREAT. 
Business Practically Suspended 
at South Water Street and 

Other Depots. 


Threats of boycotting were made by the 
strikers yesterday against any retail dealers 
who should purchase meat from. the six big 
packing houses. The result was that most of 
the retailers shunned the Armour, Swift, 
Morris, and Cudahy wholesale markets—the 
only ones outside of the yards—and business 
in these places practically was suspended. 

In the downtown district, in South Water 
street, at the Fulton street market, which is 
the principal distributing center for the west 
side, and at other centers, the big packers did 
not attempt to handle meat. This precluded 
clashes between the packers and the strike 
pickets, who were out in large numbers, and 
there was little trouble. 


Pickets Stop the Wagons. 

The pickets were at their posts early in the 
morning. They intercepted the retailers’ 
wagons on their way to the wholesale depots 
for their daily supplies. The retailers were 
told that they must patronize the independ- 
ent markets, or none. 

“We shall see that your markets are put 
on the blacklist,’’ was the threat made by 
the pickets. They also threatened to have 
the ice supply cut off from every retailer 
who failed to heed the warning. 

Many of the retailers who had been accus- 
tomed to buy of Armour, Swift, or Morris 
were frightened, and sought the independent 
markets. A few, however, scoffed at the 
order and drove through the line of pitkets. 
Some of these got into difficulties. A wagon 
belonging to Eichenfeld Bros., South Halsted 
street, was halted in South Water street 
with a load of meat from Swift's depot, the 
horses unhitched, and the meat unloaded. 
Another wagon belonging to A. H. Klein, 
Sixteenth street and Ogden avenue, was 
turned back at the Fulton street market 
for the same reason. No violence was used 
in either case. 

* Any one who buys of the big packers does 
so at his own risk,” said a picket in Fulton 


street. 
Threats Tie Up Business. 


Swift, Armour, and Morris nearly aban- 
doned business at their depots in Fulton 
street. At Swift's there was no beef at all 
in the coolers. 
stood three blocks away on the St. Paul rail- 
road tracks no attempt was made to unload 
them. The Armour manager reported sales 
of twenty-five beeves at the Fulton street 
depot. The ordinary business is 200 heeves 
daily. The “‘ independenis ”’ profited by this, 
but scarcely were able to supply the demand. 
Meat was imported from Muskegon, Mich., 
and Milwaukee in large quantities. 

“‘As long as the big packers remain quiet,”’ 
said Richard Collins, president of the Ful- 
ton street market, “we do not anticipate 
much trouble. When they attempt to move 
their stuff, however, it wiil be different.”’ 


Stop South Water Street Trade. 


In South Water street Libby, McNeill & 
Libby was the only house doing any business. 
Express company wagons were pressed into 
service, but the pickets immediately inter- 
cepted two of these and forced the drivers 
to return and unload. The Libby house then 
abandoned all efforts to move their meat. 

In the optlying wholesale depots, where 
the meat is unloaded directly from cars, the 
coolers near by were filled. The packers’ 
teams and wagons, however, remained in the 


barns. 
Move Meat at Midnight. 


from different north side stations went to 
Ohio street and Washtenaw avenue in the 
evening and escorted a shipment of nine 
wagonloads of meat from a Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railroad car to Kinzie 
and Kingsbury streets and then to the store 
of Libby, McNeill & Libby. 246 and 248 South 
Water street. The inspector and the police- 
men went to the railroad tracks about 10 
o'clock in the evening, and, owing to the 
devious route over which they transported 
the meat to the store, all of the shipment 
had not been placed in’ the store until early 
this morning. There was no disorder. 


Two Men Assaulted, but Are Rescued 
by Police—Milk Dealer Turned 
Back by Pickets. 


A crowd of strikers gathered in Halsted 
street at the Forty-fifth street entrance to 
the stockyards last evening to terrify non- 
union workmen as they left the plants for 
their homes: 

Only one man was assaulted and beaten, but 
a score of nonunionists were chased, some 
of them for several blocks, and stones were 
thrown. James Squires, a laborer employed 
at the Hammond plant, was the victim. He 
left the yards on his way to his home at 
4456 Wallace street. As the crowd caught 
sight of him the men began to jeer. Squires 
ran, but one of the crowd intercepted him 
and beat him about the head. Policeman 
Small ran to the man’s asistance and his 
assailant fled. Squires was escorted to his 
residence under police protection. After sev- 
eral men had been chased by the strMers, 
who made great sport of their discomfiture, 
the police cleared the corner.., : 

Pickets were posted by the teamsters’ union 
at all points about the yards, notwithstand- 
ing the efforts of the police to prevent them. 
Whenever a wagon with meat would come 

from the yards a shout would be raised. 
and the driver would be stopped and asked 
where he obtained his load. No drivers but 
those om express wagons were allowed 
enter the yards unchallenged. 

Patrick Reynolds, a milk dealer, attempted 
to go in at Ashland avenue and Forty-second 
street in the morning to deliver twenty cans 
of milk at the Armour plant. His team was 
stopped and four men bearing union cards 
jumped on the wagon and started to argue 
with the driver. He finally agreed to return 
to his barn. 
y An example of the charity displayed by the 
teamsters when occasion arises took place in 
the afternoon on the Halsted street viaduct 
at Thirty-ninth street. A meat dealer was 
leaving the yards with a heavy load of beef 
from the Armour plant in a small wagon.

AGAIN JUMP MEAT PRICES 


RETAILERS MAKE ADVANCE OF 1 
TO 3 CENTS A POUND. 


Increase Follows Action of Packers in 
Making Slight Addition to Quota- 
tions—Best Steaks Are Now Up to 35 
Cents—Total Raise at Markets Is 
Around a Dime—Eggs and Poultry 
Are in Demand—Business Nearly 
Doubled Since the Strike. 


Advances of a fraction of a cent a pound 
in the prices of meats were made at the 
wholesale markets yesterday, while the 
woman who weft to the retail market to 


buy her steaks and roasts found from 1 to 8 


cents had been added to the cost. 

The rise was not so great as had been ex- 
pected. This was explained by the fact that 
the independent packers at the stockyards 
have now divided their forces into three 
shifts, and by running night and day have 
been able to keep fairly up with the demand. 
As their facilities for cooling meat are small 
the independents also resorted to the ex- 
pedient of requiring buyers to chill their 
purchases in their own coolers, and this 
tended to relieve the strain. 


Best Steaks Up to 35 Cents. 
Fancy steaks and cuts were held im the re- 


‘tail markets at from 32 to 35 cents a pound. 


Round steaks were a luxury atJrom 20 to 24 
cents. Roasts brought 12 to 16 cents. Mut- 
ton and lamb were correspondingly higher, 
the latter soaring up to 18 and 20 cents a 
pound. 

The total advance in retail meat prices 
since the beginning of the strike is around 10 
cénts a pound, this figure varying a little in 
different sections of Chicago. Wholesale 
prices have been increased around 2 cents 
per pound. The apparent discrepancy be- 
tween the retail and wholesale advances, 


| which has mystified many people, was ex- 


plained by Richard Collins, a wholesale dealer 
in the Fulton street market. 

“The fact that the retailer advances his 
prices 10 cents, while we ask only 2 cents 
more, is not strange,” he said. ‘* The re- 
tailer buys bulk meat, much of which, such 
as tallow, ‘ platings,’ etc., he has to sell back 
to the packers at the old prices. Tomake up 
for this he has to ‘sell his steaks and good 
cuts considerably higher.’’ 

Restaurants did not mark up the prices 
again, following the imcreased cost of their 
meat supplies, but several of the leading 
restaurants announced that they were pian- 
ning to do so in case of another advance. 


Eggs.and Poultry in Demand. 

Poultry and eggs were cheaper than meats, 
and as a result many housewives bought 
thém in preference to steaks. Fresh eggs 
were offered at 23 and 26 cents a dozen, 
chickens were priced at 18 cents, with spring 
chickens as high as 26 cents, while turkeys 
and ducks could be bought for 12 to 18 cents 
a pound. The poultry and egg commission 
houses in South Water street announced 
their business assumed nearly double the 
proportions ordinarily done at this time of 
year. 


MISS M’DOWELL SWAYS CROWD. 


Her Request That Effigies of Strike 
Breakers Be Torn Down Is 
Complied With. 


Influenced by the personal counsel of Miss 
Mary McDowell, head of the University of 
Chicago settlement in the stockyards dis- 
trict, the strikers yesterday took down most 
of the effigies of “strike breakers” which 
they had hung to telegraph poles in the neigh- 
borhood. At her request the labor leaders 
sent out word that no more effigies be hoisted 
attheendofarope 

Miss McDowell wént among the strikers, 
escorted by a graduate of the university, 
and pointed out the bad effect such proceed- 
ings might have on the thoughtless and how 
they would reflect upon the people of the 
neighborhood by giving rise to wrong im- 
presstons to outsiders. 

Miss McDowell had been especially stirred 
by an Incident early in the morning. Miss 
Bessie Undrushek, 4800 Bishop street,’ who 
had worked in one of the departments at the 
stotkyards, had been brought to the door 
of her home by the shouts of a crowd in the 
street. She saw an effigy dangling from a 
telephone pole at the end of a rope. At- 
tached to it was a card on which was 
printed: 

“ Bessie, the traitor.” | 

The girl was greeted with cries of “ Trait- 
or” from the women in the crowd. She 
began to cry. Then the taunts roused her. 
Standing on the steps she made a speech to 
her former companions. - . 

“T am not a traitor to my union,” she 
declared. “‘I went to Armour’s plant to get 
my things, and because I was detained there 
till.5 o'clock by the foreman you thought that 
I had gone back to.work. But I haven't gone 
back on the union and I’m not going to,” 

Then the crowd pulled the effigy down. 

The police took down an effigy in front of 
the home of Michael Flynn, Thirty-seventh 
street and Emerald. avenue, and dispersed 
a crowd that had gathered there. A ‘card 
attached to the dummy ‘bore the words: 
“ Flynn, the traitor sdusage maker.”

OMAHA OFFICIAL SECURES 150 
DEPUTIES FOR STRIKE. 


Arms Them with Clubs and Prepares 
to Prevent Violence—Fackers Said to 
Have Prepared Another Appeal for 
Militia, Declaring Present Forces 
Cannot Protect Nonunion Workers— 
Warrants for Rioters and for Man- 
agers of Piants. 


Omaha, Neb., July 28.—[Special.]—More 
than 150 deputies were sworn in by Sheriff 
Power this morning and armed with clubs. 
They were instructed to submit without pro- 
test to a certain amount of abuse. 

The packers are reported te have prepared 
affidavits asserting the inability of the local 
authorities to proteat Hfe and property in 
South Omaha, and asking that the militia be 
called out. It is understood they intend to 
bring In a large body of strike breakers to 
test the sheriff's power. 

Warrants for Butchers and Packers. 

At the instance of the packers, warrants 
for the arrest of 105 strikers were secured 
today, charging violence. These warrants 


“were placed in the hands of the sheriff and 


a large number of them already have been. 
served. 

Other warrants, secured on complaints of 
the strikers, bear the names of Robert C. 
Rowe, manager of Armour'’s; Michael R. 
Murphy, manager of Cudahy’s: L, B.Batter- 
son, manager of Swift's; and C es K. 
Urquhart, manager of the Omaha eking 
company, who are charged with ha im- 
ported men into the state to do pol ty. 


Charges Mob at South St. Paw. 

St. Paul, Minn., July 28.—[Spedial. }—Strik- 
ers at South St. Paul today attempted to ra- 
establish a cordon of pickets at the entrance 
to the Swift plant. A nonunion workman 
was beaten and his assailant was arrested 


{ by the sheriff. The charge by that official 


and his’ deputies caused the withdrawal of 


picket line. 


Militia Dismissed in Sioux City. 


Sioux City, Ia., July 28.—{Special. ]—Sheriff 
Jackson today increased his force of deputies 
and the local militia companies were dis- 
missed. The National guardsmen had been 
held at their armories since Wednesday 
noon. There were no disturbances today. 


Rioting in Kansas City. 


Kansas City, Mo., July 28.—[{Special.]—A 
mob of 500 strikers tonight attacked a gang 
of nonunion men leaving the Fowler packing 
plant. Stones were thrown and two of the 
strike breakers suffered severe injuries. 

The police rushed into the mob and ar- 
rested several of the strikers. The strikers 
surged around the police, who had difficulty 
in getting their prisoners to the station. 

Riots in the Armour-Fowler district were 
numerous tonight. Hundreds of stones were 
thrown and dozens of revolvers flourished. 
No shots were fired, but there is a feeling 
that more serious trouble may be expected 
tomorrow. 


Mob Beats Negroes on Train. 

St. Joseph, Mo., July 28.—[Special. ]—A mob 
of pickets this afternoon terrorized a coach 
of passengers on a Burlington train, assault- 
ing several negro strike breakers. They or- 
dered the blacks to leave the car, and when 
this was refused the fight began. The negroes 
fled and later entered the Morris plant in 
South St. Joseph. 


ATTACKS WITH BUTCHER KNIFE. 


Lithuanian at Stockyards Makes At- 
tempt on Life of George T. Ward, 
Live Stock Merchant. 


With a butcher knife John Ukanivetzch, a 

Lithuanian, yesterday made an attempt on 
the life of George T. Ward of the firm cof 
Alexander, Ward & Conner, live stock com- 
mission merchants, in the offices of the com- 
pany in the Exchange building at the -‘ock- 
yards. The blade missed Mr. Ward's back 
by only a few inches. Ukanfvetzch is said 
by the police to be crazy. 
_ The man entered the office of the com- 
mission firm at 10 o’clock in the morning, 
and, taking a seat near the door, remained 
there for more than an hour. 

It was when James Rogers, a clerk in the 

office, stepped to the cashier's window and 
made a laughing allusion to him that Ukani- 
vetzch became violent. Jumping up he dealt 
the clerk a blow behind the ear that knocked 
him down. Hethenran into the hall, pursued 
by the clerk& of the office. 
' Ward heard the uproar and stepped into 
the hall to see what the trouble was. Seeing 
the man he asked him what he wanted, and 
put his hand into his pocket to give him 
some money, thinking him a beggar. Pro- 
ducing. the butcher knife the Lithuanian 
rushed at his would be benefactor. Ward 
turned and ran toward his door. His assaji- 
ant made a lunge at him that went wide of the 
mark. 

Holding the knife in his hand the crazed 
man ran down the stairs. He was met by 
Policeman Patrick Hanrahan, who tried to 
stop him. .He dealt the policeman a blow 
with the handle of the knife, knocking him to 
the. floor. | 

After a chase Ukanivetzch was captured 
by Policemen Hanrahan and Murphy at the 
big gates to the yards. 

A crowd of men and boys at midnight pur- 
sued John A. Reed, a negro, from Root and 
Halsted streets. A policeman joined the 
chase, overtook the strike breaker a few 
blocks north, and placed him in a patrol box. 
The man, who recently came from Indian- 
apelis, was sald to have had a revolver, a 
cartridge belt, andalargeknife, . 4

BOARD TO MEET MONDAY. | 


Operators Contend the Umpire’s 
Ruling on Subject Is Not 
Binding. 


@cranton, Pa.; July 28.—There is grave 
fear that the executive board of District No. 
1, United Mine Workers, will order a strike 
involving approximately 75,000 men when 
it meets here next Monday to cortsider the 
question of the refusal of the coal companies 
to deduct check weighmen’s wages. If the 
strike is ordered it probably will affect the 
whole anthracite region, as the companies 
seem to be combined in resisting the de- 
mand, claiming it is tantamount to a recogni- 
tion of the union. 

The fear of a strike is heightened by the ac- 
tion of the Scranton Coal company today in 
failing to make the deductions when paying 
at several of its collieries. The Scranton 
Coal company agreed to nvake the deductions 
after Umpire Carrol! D. Wright, in a letter 
to District President Nicholls. advised that 
the deductions should be made. A report 
from Wilkesbarre that the Temple Iron com- 
pany would make the deductions could not 
be verified. 


Opposite Views Taken. 


The meeting called for next Monday re-* 


sults from the dispute as to whether Umpire 
Wright's ruling, conveyed in a letter to one 
of the conciliators, is binding. The operators 
coritended that it was not, as the question 
had not been regularly submitted through 
the concillators to an umpire. The miners 
took the opposite view. 
More Laborers for Ziegler. 

Dugquoin, Ill, July 28.—[{Special.)—Prepa- 
rations are being made by Joseph Leiter’s 
managers to run in another consignment of 
laborers at Ziegler tomorrow or Saturday. 
The miners are kept well informed by agents 
in St. Louis, and trouble may not be averted 
this time. There is dissatisfaction among 
the strikers over the situation, and the lead- 
ers may not be able to hold them in check. 

A postoffice agent from Washington on his 
way to the Ziegler office was held up by 
guards this morning. He presented creden- 
tials and seized two guns and a revolver from 
the guards. He returned to Washington this 
afternoon, taking the weapons as evidence. 
This is expected to bring the case to a crisis. 

Exile for Colorado Miners. 

Cripple Creek,Colo., July 28.—When Patrick 
Carvel, a deported miiner, at Colorado City 
notified Sheriff Bell that he wished to return 
to the district and resume his residence here, 
agd asked to be protected from violence, Bell 
not only informed Carvel that he would not 
guarantee to protect him from harm but 
strongly advised him never to return to the 
district. At the same time the sheriff ob- 
served that it would be discreet for all who 
had been deported to remain away from the 
district. :

LONDON, July 28.—In the house of com- 
mons Premier Balfour said the acute stage of 
the Red sea incidents Bad passed, and that 
the Russian volunteer fleet vessels would be 
withdrawn. 

He laid down the British view that no bel- 
ligerent warship could issue from the Black 
sea and that the volunteer fleet vessels in is- 
suing therefrom, if they took belligerent ac- 
tion, either had no right to issue or no right 
to take such action. 


Balfour Makes Statement. 


Mr.Balfour’s words in regard to the Rus- 
sian assurances on the subject of the seizure 
of the Malacca and other vessels were as 
follows: 

“The Russian government have met us in 
this matter, I will not say on general prin- 
ciple, but in regard to this particular in- 
stance. The Malacca could not be stopped 
before it left Port Said, but it has now been’ 
geleased at Algiers. The Russian goyern- 
ment at the same time gave us assurances 
that if the vessels of the volunteer fleet made 
further captures before instructions could 
reach them that, pending the discusson of 
the general principle involved, no action 
should be taken, and that these captures 
should be regarded as not having occurred. 

“In accordance with that arrangement 
the Ardova and Formosa have been released. 
We have received assurances that the volun- 
teer fleet vessels are to be withdrawn from 
the Red sea, and we have little doubt that 
there will be no further desire on the part 
of the Russian government to employ them 
as cruisers. So far, therefore, as those ships 
go the controversy has passed out of the 
I will not say that the govern- 
ments of this ,country and Russia have 
reached an agreement on the general prin- 
ciple, but I think we need not anticipate any 
Practical violation of the view which we 
Strongly hold is likely to occur.”

The govern- 
ment will not be suspected of any desire to 
plunge recklessly into hostilities. I would 
be traveling beyond my functions if I were 
to say what cases are or are not of a char- 
acter which should be submitted to The 
Hague tribunal until the case arises.” 

Lord Lansdowne, ‘in the house of lords, 
practically repeated verbatim the statement 
_Previously made by Mr. Balfour in the house 
He declared that the examina- 
tion of the cargo of the Knight Commander 
“@ppears to have been perfunctory,” and 
added: 

“Under these circumstances the govern-

The infernal machine was thrown with 
deadly accuracy, and the assassin was fa- 
vored by the fact that traffic here is always 
of the heaviest, owing to the crossing of lines 
of surface cars and the continuous stream of 
heavy trucks. M. von Plehve was always 
apprehensive of attempts upon his life and 
used to drive as rapidly as possible. The 
coachman, however, was compelled to go 
slow at this point. 

Explosion a Terrific One. | 

The assassin in laying his plans evidently 
foresaw this circumstance, and while the 
minister’s coachman slowed down threw the 
bomb. The explosion was terrific, and prac- 
tically annihilated the woodwork of the car- 
riage. The horses tore off, dragging the axle 
and the front wheels. Theanimals, though 
infuriated by the wounds they had sus- 
tained, had not galloped far before they fell 
with pools of blood under them. - 

Passengers by the Peterhof train were 
among the first to arrive upon the scene. 
Among them were the duke and duchess of 
Oldenburg, who stopped their motor car 
within a couple of paces of M. von Plehve’s 
remains and were told by a policeman the 
terrible tidings. They were much affected. 


Crowds Rush to Scene. 


The news of the tragedy spread like wild- 
fire throughout the city, causing consterna- 
tion everywhere. Police reserves were hur- 
ried to the scene from all parts of the city, 
and the various departments were instantly 
notified. 


Body Left Lying in Road. 


Five minutes after the tragedy M. von 
Plehve’s shockingly mangled body was lying 
in the middle of the road. It had been par 
tially covered, with a police officer's over- 
coat, with the left arm, the bone of which 
was broken, -projecting. A policeman came 
up and raised the overcoat in order to re- 
arrange it, revealing for an instant the rtrong 


features of the dead minister, whose head 


was battered almost beyond recognition. 
Road Full of Wreckage. 


The roadway was strewn for a hundred 
yards with wreckage of the carriage and 
pieces of the red lining of the minister's 
official overcoat. A few yards from M. von 
Plehve’s body lay a shapeless heap of the 
coachman’s remains. 

‘Guarded by police the body remained in the 
street until the arrival of the official cor- 
responding with an American coroner, even 
in the case of the most powerful minister of 
the empire the law requiring that this for- 
mality had to be observed befgre the re- 
mains could be removed. 


Body Carried to Chapel. 


After this official had viewed the body it | 


was placed in a carriage, covered by a robe, 
and was driven slowly toa little chapel ad- 


deceased’s magnificent town residence ad- 
joining the ministry of the interior. The 
carriage, surrounded by mounted gendarmes, 
passed through the crowded streets, the 
sidewalks being a solid mass of people. 
Even the cross streets were black with 
spectators for blocks. As if by magic every- 
body in the city seemed to have suddenly 
become aware that a frightful catastrophe 
had occurred and to have hurried to the 
scene. As the carriage passed all heads were 


uncovered. 


Second Bomb Is Found. 


The police immediately after the explosion 
arrested a suspicious looking man, who took 
refuge in a hotel opposite the scene of the 
tragedy. He carried a bomb similar to that 
thrown by Leglo. As soon as the police saw 
the bomb they scattered, but an employé of 
the hotel rushed up behind the accomplice 
and pinned his arms. 

The explosive is believed to have been com- 
posed of pyroxylin, as it gave off little smoke. 
The force of the explosion was so terrific 
that it not only broke every window within a 
radius of half.a mile but reduced the heavy 
paving stones to powder, heaved up the 
pavement, and flung a heavy piece of irort® 
work of the carriage across the canal, sever- 
ing the thick mast of a barge, which fell, 
stunning the captain of the barge. Every- 
pody in the street was knocked down and 
more or. less bruised. . 


Ceremonies Over the Dead. 


When the officers of the law, headed by 
Minister of Justice Muravieff, had termi- 
nated the necessary formalities by drawing 
up a written report of the crime, the mangled 
remains of the minister of the interior were 
conveyed to a humble chapel adjoining the 
station, the wmdows of which escaped de- 
struction. ‘The: priests and people, with 
characteristic Russian piety, at once joined 
in a solemn requiem. 

‘Phe square in front of the station was 
filled with a reverent crowd of peasants and 


laborers, and the busy hum of traffic was 
silenced. A priest lifted up his voice and 
proclaimed ‘*“* The eternal memory of the 
departed servant,’’ while all those in the 
congregation dropped to their knees, 


Czar Remains in Palace. 


Minister of Justice Muravieff went to the 
Peterhof palace in the afternoon to report 
the assassination of Minister von Plehve to 
Emperor Nicholas. His majesty did not 
leave the palace during the entire day, 
although he had arranged to go to Oranien- 
baum, nineteen miles from St. Petersburg, 
to attend the consecration of the new harbor. 

The empress has not been informed of the 
tragedy in view of the hourly expectation of 
her accouchement. 


Widow Hears the News. 


The news was broken to the minister’s 
wife at Kybinsk, on the Volga, while on 
her way to their’country seat with their 
son, who 37 years old. A daughter is mar- 
ried to M. Voutch, an official attached to the 
council of ministers, who was the sole rela- 
tive of Von Plehve able to attend the first 
requiem mass for the repose of his soul. 

Von Plehve saw his wife and son off last 
night and then drove to the residence of 
Gen. Bogdanovitch, an old friend and asso- 
ciate, with whom he remained until a Jate 


hour. 
Had Premonition of Death. 


and some of the guests asked him if he had 
received any more threatening letters, and 
remonstrated with him for going about un-’ 
protected. Curiously, M. von Plehve re- 
plied: 

‘**IT am safe enough every day in the week 
except Thursday. No one knows of my 
movements beforehand except on that day 
when everybody knows I go to present my 
weekly report to the emperor.” 

M. Durnovo, who was M. von Plehve’s as- 
sistant, has been appointed minister of the 


interior ad interim. . 


Causes Stir in France. 


PARIS, July 28.—The assassination of M. 
von Plehve caused considerable excitement 
here. The newspapers issued special edi- 
tions, giving details of the crime. President 
Loubet telegraphed to Emperor Nicholas ex- 
pressing his condolences and French horror 
at the crime, and Foreign Minister Delcasse 
immediately drove to the Russian embassy 
and had & long conference with the chargé 
d'affaires. 

M. von Plehve’s assassination is regarded’ 
as being a severe blow to Russia and an event 
of considerable internal importance. The 
impression prevalis in well informed circles 
that his death will greatly weaken the influ-

Is Shock to Pope Pius.

It came from Paris and was addressed to

DEATH STAYS REFORMS 


VON PLEHVE SAID TO HAVE 
PLANNED LIBERAL POLICY. 


Methods He Adopted Were Those He 
Believed Best Suited to People and 

‘Conditions—Had Scheme Whereby 
Finns Were Soon to Get Al the Rec- 
ognition Granted to the People of 
‘Russia—Home Life Showed Him Man 
of Gentle Disposition. 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 29, 4 a. m,—The 
disappearance from the stage of public life 
of M. von Plehve is récognized by all ac- 
quainted with the inner workings of the gov- 
ernment of Russia as an irreparable loss. 
Von Plehve, during his two years of office as 
minister of the interior, left a profound mark 
on the administrative reforms which wWtre 
-slowly but surely leading the country to- 
wards more liberal] institutions. 

The outer world considered the late minis- 
ter from a superficial aspect as a stern parti- 
san of undiluted aristocracy, but it has been 
no secret to those who knew him well that 
he recognized the necessity of bestowing a 
large measure of self-government upon the 
people as soon as they had become fitted 
receive it. 


Planned Many Reforms.’ 


M. von Plehve said to one of his friends 
recently that he was preparing the way for 
a modified form of the parliamentary sys- 
tem suitable to Russia and for the revision 
of existing peasant and Zemstvo laws which 
had been undertaken .at his initiative. His 
cautious treatment of these’questions was 
dietated by the fear of allowing the revolu- 
tionary forces to get the upper hand, and this 
fear led to the repressive measures which 
were responsible for so much misrepresenta- 


also regarding his policy. 

He counseled the enforced Russification 
of Finland chiefly out of the apprehension 
that the revolutionary element in the grand 
duchy was becoming too strong, and that 
element, it is now believed, brought about 
his death. It was part of his plan that the 
Finns should share the liberties which were 
to eventually be bestowed upon the whole of 
Russia. 


Strong Successor Needed. 


_ The development of Von Plehve’s program 
has been greatly imperiled by his death un- 
less a successor to him shall be found suffi- 
clently endowed to cope with the vast re- 
sponsibilities devolving upon the Russian 
minister of the interior. By common consent 
M. Witte alone is capable of this Herculean 
task, and the probability of his appointment 
is heightened by the recognition of the fact 
that it would be a pity to waste his splendid 
abilities in the discharge of the perfunctory 
duties of the president of the council of min- 
isters. 

By the successful termination of the nego- 
tiations with Germany, reported tonight from 
Berlin, M. Witte’s persistent opposition to 
Russia’s policy in the far east which led to 
the war is no longer likely to prove an ob- 
stacle, and the Russians will unanimously 
greet his advent to power with confidence and 
satisfaction. 


True Character Shows at Home. 


M. von Plehve’s true character was re- 
vealed in his home life. He was a stern 
minister, but he was also the kindest of fath- 
ers and the most devoted of husbands, and 
his wife and children adored him. 

M. Plehve exerted a pecullar charm over all 
who approached him either in his private or 
his official capacity. His black, dreamy eyes, 
beneath shaggy brows, and his forceful chin 
were in strange contrast with his gentle man- 
ners and his gentle voice. He never became 
a society man, for the reason, as he expressed 
it, that he was too tired.” 

The more likely reason for his neglect of 
society may be attributed to his tiking for 
strenuous work acquired during the poverty 
of his earlier years, which habit had taken 
too strong a grip on him. ca 


In Public Service Forty Years. 
Constantinovitch von Plehve was born in 


1848 and educated at the Moscow university. 
He studied law and became attached to the 


8 


.tion abroad regarding his true character and 


Moscow Land court. He held the appoint- 
ment of procureur first at Viadimir, and then 
at Tula and Vologda. His success in these 
posts earned him the attorney generalship at 
Warsaw. From Warsaw he was promoted 
to the post of procureur at the St. Petersburg 
High court. 

Here he distinguished himself by the activ- 


. ity and success with which he investigated 


nihilist conspiracies. It was due to his 
energy that the attempted dynamite outrage 
at the Winter palace was discovered and all 
the conspirators arrested. In 1881 he was ap- 
pointed chief of the department of political 


police and member of the commission which 


had been called into existence “to devise 
measures to assure order and tranquillity in 
the empire.” 


Becomes Assistant Minister. 


These posts he held until 1884, when the 
Czar Alexander ITI. sent him to the ministry 
of the interior with the rank of assistant 
minister. In this capacity he was closely 
identified with the more repressive side of the 
czar’s domestic policy. He was the author 
of the measures aimed at the German colo- 
nists in Russia, the nobility of the Baltic 
provinces, the Jews, and all other non- 
orthodox elements'in the empire. In 1894 
Senator Plehve became chief of the codifica- 
tion department of the council of state, and 
in 1901 he was appointed secretary of state 
for Finland. 

The following year he became minister of 
the interior to succeed M. Sipiaguin, whose 
policy he adopted. , 

He spent about forty years in the public 
service. 

M. Plehve was not a man of learning, but 
from his youth he had been brought up in 
official circles and he slowly but surely 
pushed himself ahead. Before the enrperor 
called him to take the portfolio of the in- 
terior department he had already passed 
about forty years in official work. The edu- 
cated young men of Russia are said to have 
been bitterly opposed to M. Plehve, owing, 
it has been asserted, to his turning on his 
own people, the Finns, and to the drastic 
charges which he inaugurated or advocated. 


Drafts the Peasant Code. 


The last great public work of Von‘Plehve, 
so far as known, was the drafting of the 
peasant code, early this year. This is a 
scheme for peasant reform, ordered by the 
emperor in his recent manifesto. By this 
scheme members.of the nobility in each prov- 
ince and district will be allowed to elect 
representatives in local committees, to pve, 
established throughout the empire, but the 
representatives of the Zemstvos will be ap- 
pointed by the governors. 

The local committees will be allowed free- 
dom to discuss the project and to propose any 
changes therein, except on three points, 
which the emperor has reserved from dis- 
cussion—namely: that the peasant class 
must remain entirely separate legally from 
the other classes; that the commune is to 
remain untouched by legislation. and that 
the peasants’ lands are to remain inalien- 

ble. 

. on June 13 of this year it was announced 
from St. Petersburg that the council of the 
empire had approved M. von Plehve’s de- 
cree for the repeal of the law under which 
Jews are forbidden to reside within thirty- 
two miles of the frontier. This measure has 
not been approved by the emperor, so far as 
known. 


RUSSO-GERMAN TREATY SIGNED 


Mutual Concessions Made as to Duties 


in Convention Agreed To by 
Powers. 


BERLIN, July 28.—The commercial treaty 
between Germany and Russia was signed 
today by count von Bilow, the fmperial 
chancellor, on behalf of Germany, and M. 
Witte, president of the Russian ministerial 
council, on behalf of Russia. By the terms 
of the treaty, Russia accepts the German 
minimum duties on grain and renounces the 
intention of introducing higher duties on 
goods imported by nee than on those im- 
ported by se2. y agrees that all 
barley imported from Russia shall be con- 
sidered as cattle feed, and will impose on 
such barley a duty of 2 marks, instead of 7 
marks, as already provided in the case of 
barley imported for brewing purposes. Ger- 
many accepts the higher Russian duties on 
manufactured articles imported into Russia, 
ineluding chemicals. It is said Russia has 
received assurances that concessions will be 
made in the matter of cattle inspection on the

UNION TRACTION’S LAST DITCH. 

The lawyers of the Union Traction com- 
pany have been” making a desperate fight 
before Judge Grosscup in behalf of their 
needy client. They have tried to get him 
to sign a decree which would so stretch the 
decision made by him and Judge Jenkins 
as to give the Union Traction company for 
the next sixty-four years nearly all the 
streets on which it now runs cars. 

The Grosscup-Jenkins decision proclaimed 
that grants made prior to the spring of 
1875 fall under the ninety-nine year law, 
but that grants made after that date, when 
Chicago accepted the cities and villages 
act, could not be mane for more than 
twenty years. 

The ingenious or of the 
traction company now contend that new 
grants made after the spring of 1875 were 
really not new grants, governed by the 
twenty years’ limitation, but were “ exten- 
sions.’ of the system previously existing, 
and are covered by the ninety-nine year law. 

It was an insult to Judge Grosscup to 
“attempt to put such a construction on the 


decision, Whether the ninety-nine year 


law be valid or not it is certain that after 


the city came under a law which forbade it 


to grant street railroad priyileges for more 
than twenty years it could not do so. After 
the lawyers were through Judge Grosscup 
_fhattered their tenuous “ extension ” theory 
“with the statement that no rights acquired 
after 1875 came under the ninety-nine year

INCREASE OF FLAT DWELLING. 
Two millions of people live on Manhattan 
Asiand, New York. Only sixty private 
‘ houses were built on this island for all these 
* people last year. It is estimated that no

houses are going up on new sites and on 
‘sites from which old residences have been 
‘torn away. What is taking place in the

highly valuable ground that the house oc- 
cupies. The city man who lives upon an 
equal number of feet of ground in an apart- 
ment house containing five or ten.or twenty 
families may, if he has as many rooms, 
have to pay as much house rent, properly 
so-called, but he has to pay only one-fifth, 
or one-tenth, or one-twentieth as mucb 
ground rent. In the last analysis the divis- 
jon of the ground rent amoung several oc- 
cupants is what, in the main, makes flat 
dwelling cheaper than, and therefore, to 
many, preferable to, living in a house. 

The cities will continue to grow. The 
value of the ground on which they stand 
will continue to augment. Ground rents 


the lamentations of alarmed students of so- 
cial conditions, the flat dwelling population, 
whether for good or ill, seems as certain to 
continue to increase in the downtown dis- 
tricts as do.the department stores to get 
larger or the skyscrapers to become more 
numerous. A birdseye view of the future 
American center of population will proba- 
bly reveal a nucleus of skyscrapers, vying 
in height with the tower of Babel, surround- 
ed by an inner layer of teeming apartment 
houses and an outer layer of suburban cot- 
tages and mansions. ‘ Rapid transit will 
make it easily possible for those who don’t 
like the inner layer to imbed themselves in 
the outer one. 


RUSSIA AND NEUTRAL COMMERCE. 

Protests by neutral nations whose com- 
merce is.interfered with by the exercise of 
the right of search for contraband are heard 
in every war, no matter how careful the 
naval officers of the respective belligerents 
may be. The activity of the Russian ves- 
sels in their search for contraband of war 
in the Red sea and off the southeast coast of 
Japan has evoked a storm of protests. Ger- 
many has had to call the attention of the 
Russian government to the illegal acts of its 
naval officers. Great Britain has made one 
complaint after another. The American. 
government has at last felt obliged to call 
the attention of the Russian government to 
some recent seizures. 

The complaints which have been made to 
*the Russian government fall under two 
heads—first, the exercise of the right of 
search by vessels which it was alleged had 
no authority to exercise it, and, second, the 
exercise of that right without good reason 
and in an improper manner by commanders 
of vessels whose right to. search for cop- 
traband and seize it if foundis not disputed. 

Russia has a “ velunteer fleet ’’ composed 
of vessels which are merchantmen in time 
of peace but which are converted into aux- 
iliary cruisers in time of war and form a 
legitimate part*of the navy. Two of the 
ships of that fleet, the Smolensk and St. 
Petersburg, were in the Black sea when the 
war broke out. 

On the 6th of this month the two yessels, 
with their guns, naval stores, and war 
crews, went through the Dardanelles. One 
of them floated the Red Cross flag, and both 
gave Viadivostok * as their destination. 
They went directly through the Suez canal, 
and on the 1ith were reported as overhaul- 
ing British vessels in the Red sea. 

A few days later the German steamer 
Prinz Heinrich was stopped by the Smo- 
lensk and forced to give up several sacks 
of mail intended for Japan. The seizure on 
a neutral ship of letters addressed to the 
officials of the enemy’s government is legiti- 
mate. The wholesale seizure of mail by the 
Smolensk was not. The German govern- 
ment complained and that of Russia ex- 
pressed regret. 

Then followed the seizure of the British 
steamer Malacca, bound for Hongkong and 
Yokohama, on the ground that it had con- 
traband of war on board. A prize crew was 
put on it and it was sent north through the 
eanal. Then followed a British protest on 
two grounds. First, that the military sup- 
plies on the ship belonged to the British gov- 
ernment and were marked with the broad 
arrow. -Second, that the volunteer fleet ves- 


left the Black sea unlawfully in violation 
of treaty stipulations. 

In 1840 the*powers of Europe laid down 
the rule that the Dardanelles should be 
closed to the war vessels of all nations at 
all times except when Turkey herself was 
engaged in an international war. The trea- 
ty of Paris, made in 1856, after the Crimean 
war, confirmed that regulation. Under it

It left port about 
two weeks ago, and after sweeping through 
the Tsugaru strait, which separates the 
islands of Yezo and Nippon, sailed to the 
south along the east coast of Nippon and 
threw itself across the track of vessels from 
the United States bound for Yokohama. 

Last Saturday the British ship Knight 
Commander, with American merchandise 
on board, some of which was to be landed 
at Japanese ports, was captured by the Rus- 
sian cruisers about sixty-five miles soutb- 
west of Yokohama and sunk. This act has 


provoked an earnest and justifiable protest 


on the part of Great Britain. It may be ex- 
tremely difficult for the Russian commander 
to prove that he has not wantonly destroyed 
the property of neutrals which was not _ 
ject to seizure. 

What he should have done was to sat a 
prize crew on the ship and send it to Vladi- 
vostok, where the legality of its seizure 

could be passed on by a prize court. It is

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

IR CHARLES BROOKE, the only Eng- 
lishman who can boast of being an 
Asiatic monarch, and whose sover- 
eignty over the sultanate of Sarawak 

-in the island of Borneo, with its popu- 

lation of near a million, is recognized by 
King Edward as subject to British suzer- 
ainty, has just issued a proclamation ap- 
pointthg his eldest son and heir, Vyner 
Brooke, to act as stadtholder and vieeroy of 
Sarawak. Sir Charles, who expressly de- 
clares that he does not abdicate his throne, 
explains that age and growing infirmities 
have led him to transfer the task of admin- 
istering the government of his sultanate to 
his eldest son, who bears the title of rajah 
muda; who will from henceforth be “ entitled 
to use the swallow tail flag of the sovereign 
on shore and on land, and likewise the yellow 
umbrella,”’ which is in oe the emblem 
of rulership. 

Sir Charles, who was formerly in the Eng- 
lish navy, is now over 70 years of age, and will 
shortly retire to England to spend the re- 
mainder of his days in the land of his birth. 
He has been on the throne of Sarawak since 
1868, and according to an order issued by 
King Edward is entitled, not only in the 
orient but likewise when he visits England, 
to the same honors in the shape of gun 
salutes, sentinels, etc., as the great vassal 
rulers o& British India. 

Sir Charles, whose English title is due to 
his grand cross of the English order of St. 
Michael and St. George, served in the navy as 
Charles A. Johnson, and assumed the rame 
of Brooke on succeeding his uncle, Sir James. 
Brooke, the first ruler of Sarawak. 

The latter’s story has often been described 
in these columns, and needs but a passing 
reference. He was associated with the late 
Sir Harry Keppel in the expedition fitted 
out by the now nonagenarian Baroness Bur- 
dett-Coutts, for the suppression of piracy in 
the far east. Sixty or-seventy years ago, 
when Steam navigation was in its infancy, 
piracy played a far more serious role in mari- 
time intercourse with the remote orient than 
today. In fact, every vessel that had occa- 
sion to traverse the straits of Malacca was 
compelled to carry guns to repel those fierce 
Malay, Chinese, and Tongkingnese pirates 
who were the scourge of those seas. 


As the British government did not see its 
way to devote the necessary ships to dealing 
with this danger, Lady Burdett-Coutts, at 
a considerable cost, fitted out an armed naval 
expedition for the purpose of hunting the 
pirates to their lairs and exterminating 
them, and placed it under the command cf 
two young naval officers—namely: Harry 
Keppel and James Brooke. The expedition 
proved eminently successful, and, while 
Keppel returned to civilization, Brooke re- 
mained in the orient, and, having become as- 
sociated with the sultan of Borneo, eventual- 
ly became possessed of Sarawak, which oc- 
cupies a considerable portion of the island of 
Borneo, 


Lady Burdett-Coutts played a consider- 
able role in this strange venture of Brooke, 
supporting him with money, and especially 


with political influence in*England, of which |- 


he stood in great need in the earlier days of 
his sovereignty, as the English government 
was disposed to regard with misgiving the 
attempt of one of its subjects to set himself 
up as an independent sovereign. Thanks to 
this assistance the sultanate of Sarawak has 
prospered, and if today Sir Charles Brooke 
is the only Briton who is the monarch of an 
independent, prosperous oriental state, which 
is exercising a’ civilizing influence in those 
latitudes, it is| largely owing to the aged 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts. I may add that 
Sir Charles is married to a Miss De Windt, 
whose brother is well known in this country 
under the name of Harry De Windt, as an ex- 
plorer and a lecturer. 


"Col, Everard. Baring, whose engagement 
to Lady Ulriea Duncombe has just been an- 
nounced, is the second of the brothers of Lord 
Revelstoke, and in the event of Cecil Baring’s 
marriage to the daughter of the late Pierre 
Lorillard (and divorced wife of T. Suffern 
Tailer) remaining without issue, he will suc- 
ceed to his eldest brother’s earldom. Col. 
Baring is an officer of the Tenth hussars, has 
served under Lord Kitchener, both in the 
Soudan and south Africa, and has been for 
several years past military secretary to the 
viceroy of India, which ts a post not only 
lucrative but likewise of considerable in- 
fluence. One of his younger brothers, the 
Hon. Hugo Baring, who went through the 
south African war in the Fourth hussars, 
and was wounded, now makes his home in 
this country, representing the interests of the 
great hosue of Baring in New York, while 
another brother; Maurice, formerly of the 
diplomatic service, is now with Gen. Kouro- 
patkin in Manchuria writing letters for the 
London Morning Post. 


Lady Ulrica Duncombe is a tall and beau- 
tiful woman, a sister of the late duchess of 
Leinster, of Lady Helen Vincent, and of 
Lady Cynthia Graham, and was at one time 
engaged to be married to the present bishop 
of London. But af the last moment the 
match was broken off, it is said, by Lady 
Ulrica, and while Dr. Winnington Ingram, 
who was at the time suffragan bishop of 
Stepney, threw himself more earnestly than 
ever into his episcopal and mission work in 
the slum districts of the British metropolis, 
Lady Ulrica sought diversion by travel, and 
paid quite a long visit to India, where, of 
course, she was entertained by Lord and 
Lady Curzon, the later in particular being 
one of her most intimate friends. 

Lady Ulrica is wonderfully clever and high- 
ly educated, having graduated with honors 
from Girton, and is rather disposed to be 
serious and intellectual than frivolous. In 
this she differs from her brother, the Hon. 
Hubert Duncombe, who in his younger days 
married a music hall artiste of the name of 
Nellie Lamar, and became not long after- 
wards involved in financial difficulties. His 
father, Lord Feversham, thereupon ap 
to allow him an annuity of about $2,000 a 
year on the condition that he would leave 
England with his wife-and live in the United 
States. 

Society apeedie to have ignored the pres- 
ence of the Hon. Hubert and Mrs. Duncombe 
in this country, They drifted about from one 


city to another, drinking to the dregs the full ' 


bitterness of life in third and fourth rate 
boarding houses. Finally they decided to re- 
turn to England, where a divorce took place, 
Mrs. Duncombe resuming her music hall 
profession and her ex-husband returning to 
his family. Since that time he has turned 
over a new leaf. For he has sat in parlia- 
ment for a number of years as the member 
for the west division of Cumberland, occa- 
sionally delivering himself of some rather 
unfriendly utterances concerning the United 
States in remembrance of the privations 
which he had undergone here, and whén the 
war in south Africa broke out volynteered 
for active service, and behaved se well in 
the field ag to) ‘win the distinguisheé service 
order. 


An extraordinary scene took place the 
other day at Bucharest in connection with 
the obsequies of one of the principal digni- 
taries of the orthodox church. The prelate, 
instead of being carried to his grave in a 
coffin, was borne through the streets in ac- 
cordance with the custom in the southeastern 
and semi-oriental portion of Europe, seated 
in his episcopal chair, dressed in ful] canoni- 
cals, and holding the holy cross in his hand. 
The sight was a. ghastly.one, as tha body in 
such cases as these .rocks from side to side. 
The corpse was buried in the same sitting 
position, the episcopal chair being gradually 
lowered into the grave until it reached the 
proper depth, and then bishop, caponicals, 
and chair were slowly covered with earth. 

This reminds me that at one of the most 
hospitable French chateaux in the south of 
France the grandfather of the proprietor, 
who was one of the favorite officers of the 
first Napoleon, had himself buried in a per- 
pendicular position in his park, with a drawn 
sword in his hand, and arrayed in his uni- 
form, but uncoffined. A few yards distance 
there is a superb monument to his hero, the 
great emperor, a copy of which is, I believe, 
to be seen in the Louvre in Paris. I forget 
the name of the famous sculptor whose work 
it was, but it represents Napoleon in the act 
of raising the lid from off the sarcophagus in 
which he rests, and is entitled “‘ The Great 
Wakening of Napoleon.” Over the grave of 
the old chatelain, who stands beneath the 
surface of the earth as If on sentinel duty, 
beside his master’s monument, there is mere- 
ly a small granite slab with the words: “* Un 
Soldat de France.” <A soldier of France.)

Unveiling the Mystery of Tibet 


England’s Expedition to the Roof of the World Will 
Reveal the Secret of the Himalayas. 


BY ELIZA R. SCIDMORE.] 
( PEKIN. June 11.—If one cannot go to Tibet 


he can arrive at an idea of what a Tibetan 
temple service is like by attending one of 
the daily services at the lama temple in 
Pekin. The Buddhist religion came ftom In- 
dia through Tibet, and the Pekin priesthood 
look to Lhassa as the holy city and source of 
all sacred learning, and to the dalai lama 
as the head and visible representative of the 
religion on earth. 

Little hint seems to have reached here 
from Lhassa concerning the little war the 
dalal lama is waging against the British 
expedition advancing from the Indian fron- 
tier. A new ambau or Chinese resident at 
the court of the dalai lama was sent out 
drom Pekin last June, loaded with good ad- 
vice to the Tibetans that they should wel- 
come and aid the British commissioners in 
every way. 

That worthy Chinese official was dis- 
-patched overland from Pekin and by dint 
of his mastery of the policy of delay he 
managed to reach only Chengtu, the capital 
of Szechuen province, in October. He moved 
on leaden feet, praying that the ambau then 
in residence in Lhassa would haye settled 
all the unpleasantries with the Tibetans 
and the British before his arrival. 

A year ago Capt. Parr, once of the Chi- 
nese customs service, ang@ then with the 
British army in south Africa, and now again 
under Sir Robert Hart’s directory, was dis- 
patched to Tibet by way of India as join 
commissioner with the Chinese ambau. 
Capt. Parr joined Col. Younghusband’s par- 
ty and shared the trying winter advance on 
{nto Tibet. with no negotiators in sight or 
ever coming to meet him. 

Capt. Parr, as a representative of the 
Chinese government, is, with his colleague, 
the ambau in Lhassa, charged to bring the 
Tibetans to their senses and make them 
see the advantages of opening trade with 
India. What “little influence the Chinese 
government has with the Tibetans is being 
exercised in favor of their coming to terms 
with the British, but with the crass ob- 
stinacy and wrongheadedness of a fanatical, 
unsophisticated. and suspicious people, the 
Tibetans seem bent on achieving their own 
destruction by first refusing to negotiate 
and then attacking the British expeditions. 


The Chinese who are at all in touch with 
or interested in Tibetan affairs quite shake 
their heads at the madness of the Tibetans 
in opposing the British expedition. They 
foretell consternation in Lhassa when the 
news arrives there of Russian defeats at 
the hands of the Japanese rivaling those in- 
flicted upon the Chinese ten years ago by 
fhe same people, and pay agree that it 
is now too late. { 

Capt. Parr, the Chinese commissioner with 
the British expedition, has been seeking in- 
formation concerning European explorers 
from all the Tibetans whom he meets. As 
certain such explorers, who have related 
thrilling tales of their adventures in Tibet, 
saw fit to question the genuineness of the 
Japanese Buddhist priest’s account of his 
travels, Capt. Parr has conducted a thor- 
ough investigation in re. Kawaguchi, Sav- 
age Landor, Bonvalon, and all the rest of 
them, from the moment of crossing the 
boundary up to the last advices from him at 
Phari, in the Chumbi valley, at the end of 


March. 


The Tibetan expedition is something to at- 
tract all travelers who seek adventure and 
excitement, and there gre regretful war cor- 
respondents lined up at Tokio who bitterly 
repent their not electing to follow the Young- 
husband expedition, instead of the Russo- 
Japanese war, 

Since Lord Kitchener controls the Tibetan 
expedition it is not believed that he will per- 
mit many noncombatants to follow the 
troops, and those already with them, who 
will be fortunate enough to enter Lhassa 
will have a monopoly of those’ stirring and 
picturesque events to describe. 

When Lhasga is gained, however, and the 
last door in Asia is thrown wide open, it will 
be some time before it becomes a beaten 
tourist route, as the difficulties of climate 
and transport will be enormous. 

Mr. Francis Nichols, the American. trav- 
eler, whose Through Hidden Shensi ” is one 
of the most interesting books of far eastern 
travel, started for Tibet from the Yangtsze 
valley last fall, but all accounts received 
from him so far are not cheerful, and show 
great difficulties to have been encountered in 
passing on trem the Chinese frontier. Of- 
cilals were unwilling to let him go, sought 
every means of delaying and blocking him, 
and made his trip a strong contrast to his 
promenade across Shensi distributing famine 
relief funds. 

Everything went so well and so easily in 
Shensi, the most hidden and closed of Cnhi- 
nese provinces, that Mr. Nichols argued 
from it nothing of the delays and annoyances 
that have beset him in Szechuen on his way 
towards Tibet. 

Comte de Lesdain, a secretary of the French 
legation in Pekin, is starting this week down 
overland to the Tibetan frontier, and hopes 
to find the way to Lhassa opened to for- 
eigners at last, and to be able to traverse 
Tibet across to Turkestan and central Asia, 
reaching Europe finally by the Russian trans- 
caspian railway. 

The promoters and floaters, 
seekers, and boomers of every kind who have 
afflicted China and the Philippines for these 
many years are. giving thought now and 
then to the reputed mineral wealth of Tibet, 
and when the poor country is thrown open 
there will probably be a rush of such soldiers 
of mining fortunes. The barren uplands of 
Tibet are said to be bare ledges of gold bear- 
ing rock, with nuggets and dust in every 
stream bed. The more real gold mines, how-

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ever, are the lama temples and the palace 


concession — 


of the dalai lama, where solid treasures 
have accumulated for centuries. 

The lama temple in Pekin was once the 
most difficult place to gain admittance fo, 
and a specimen adventure in penetrating its 
series of courts is related by Henry Norman 
in his book, ‘“*‘ The Peoples and Politics of the 
Far East.” Most extravagant prices used 


to be paid to gain admittance to the forbid- 
den gourts, and half the uproar that ensued 


was between the monks themselves entirely, 
although the fleeced foreigner took it te 
himself and paid more gladly to escape with 
his life. 

The presence of a foreigner in the courts 
was proof that some of the lamas had taken 
money to admit him, and the other lamas 
violently demanded a share of the bribe. 

The events of 1900 scared half of the lamas 
into flight, and those remaining had an ac- 
cession of common sense that has remained 
with them ever since, and one is freely ad- 
mitted now any and every day. 


This most important Buddhist temple in 
Pekin, which is an imperial temple, endowed 
by the Emperor Yangcheng, whose residence 
it was before he came to the throne, may be 
taken as an object lesson of the state and 
standing of that religion in the great city of 
the empire. One sees the roofs glittering 


» with the imperial yellow tiles rise above 


green trees far at the north end of the city, 
and one enters by a first flagged court, where 


a colossal wooden pailow or gate of honor is © 


richly painted and roofed in yellow. 

Up a long flagged court one proceeds toa 
second gate, and from the real court of en- 
trance goes on toa third court. Three halls 
of worship with altars of images and orna- 
ments succeed the general meeting room, 
where the priests sit at low reading desks on 
four sides of the richly decorated hall. A 
central-column or broad screen holdsa black 
and gold wall picture of the three Buddhas, 
with long texts in three languages, and be- 
hind it is one of the intricate pieces of Chi- 
nese garden rock work, done in miniature in 
carved and lacquered wood. 

This great piece of ornament is meant to 
represent the western paradise of Tibetan 
Buddhism, and the little wildernéss of rocks 
and Vales and grottoes is set with miniature 
figures of the occupants of the paradise. 
Below it are reliquaries or shrine cabinets, 
in which the same fretwork and multitude 
of figures are carved, on a more minute scale, 
with tiny gilded Buddhas seated within. 

The treasures of the lama temple are the 
sets of altar vessels in the three main image 
halls, which were ‘gifts of the Emperor Chien- 
lung and reflect the highest taste and artistic 
skill of that golden reign of the arts. 

The first set of five pieces—incense burner, 
Vases, and candlesticks—is of bronze in 
archaic, early religious forms, decorated in 
parallel lines and bands of low or flat relief. 

In the second hall the altar, set is of pale 
blue cloisonne enamel of the purest, most 
perfect turquoise shade in the ground; and 
in the third hall the altar set is of champlese, 
or painted enamel, after the Limoges method, 
on a yellow ground. 


The gigantic gilded figures, the lanterns,” 


enormous incense burners, and host of 
gilded altar ornaments only complete the 
background for these superb and perfect 
pieces. 
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One advances from court to court, an eager 


guide bawling for the keeper of the next door, 
usually a wolf faced lama in a greasy gray 
cotton summer coat, who comes out from a 


side court and loosens the big padlock with . 


a lank skeleton key. 

One pays as he steps out of the back door 
of each hall, the carefyl Chinese traveling 
servant making sure that all his charges are 
safely in the open air before he deposits the 
silver 10 cent piece in the greedy lama paw 
and leaps for liberty himself. Then the lamas 
rage and roar, extend the coin protestingly, 
storm for awhile, and drop away from the 
party as a fresh wolf comes out of the sids 
lair with his padlock and opens’a next door. 

The halls of worship are closed, cool, dark, 
silent retreats. The incense sticks burn 
slowly in bunches in the long bronze basins 
and tiny blue spirals of smoke ascend before 
the golden images. Flyttering wisps of silk 
and cotton tan yer flags to flaunt the 
painted prayer in every mind depend from 
lanterns and ornaments and the hands of 
the colossal goldén figures. The floors are 
covered with thick yellow carpets, some 
faded and tattered and toned toa rich tanny 
hue with age, as dragons writhe over and 
svastikas border them, and others quite new, 
screaming with aniline green and solferino 
tints. The lamas permit one to touch the 
sacred objects, to photograph at will, and 
far back in the last courtyard, where the 
galleried hall surrounds the colossal gilded 
image of Buddha, seventy feet high, they joke 


at will 


Early in the morning and again at the close 
of day the lamas hold services in a side 
hall, where they sit in rows facing the altar, 
all wrapped alike in long yellow robes and 
wearing the same tall yellow Phrygian sort 
of caps which their colleagues wear in Lhas- 
sa and throughout Tibet. While they repeat 
the “Om mani padmi om” of their contin- 
ued invocation they make mystic motions 
with the fingers, the same which the Teudal 
and Shiugon sects of Japanese Buddhists 
employ. 

There is no gathering of a devout peopie 
from the neighborhood or the city, no popu- 
lar observance of the service hour by be- 
Hevers. The lamas simply go through their 
daily routine as soldiers are put through the 
drill. It is for this that they are fed and 


housed, that the emperor bestows on each — 


one the Manchu stipend of one tael a month 
and rations of tribute rice—religion an af- 
fair of the lamas so entirely that one might 
believe that Buddhism survived only among 
the paid priests in China.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON 


It was possible to get all .sorts of news 
from the northwest as to spring wheat condi- 
tions in that section, claims of damage and 
contradictions of such claims. There was 
even a report of frost at Grand Forks, N. D., 
although the official weather map showed no 
temperatures under 50° tn the Dakotas. A 
message to Wrenn from Minneapolis, which 
was given the more attention because that 
house was a large buyer, said: “ Rust re- 
ports are still in evidence here today. hey 
are principally from South Dakota. Some 
Sampjes sent from one place show black rust 
and the wheat badly damaged.”’ On the other 
hand, a dispatch from Frankfort, S. D., about 
twenty-five miles north of Huron, to Requa, 
said: * Wheat not hurt any by rust; will be- 
gin harvesting on Friday."’ There were re 
ports of rust coming by way of Minneapolis, 
some saying they were limited to a few 
counties in South Dakota and others that they 
were general. Floor farmers were of the 
opinion that the weather in that section has 
been so favorable that it was impossible for 
any material damage to have been done by 


rust, and they were encouraged by divers 


messages fro the northwest taking the 
same stand. s to the general outlook for 
the crop, there were some indications that 
recent optimistic views of the outlook were 
being -moderately reduced. Ames-Brooks 
wired Heeman from Duluth: We don't like 
this continued cold weather up here. Some 
piéces will be caught by any frost the next 
four or even five weeks. Parts of crop ap- 
parently making little progress.’’ A more en- 
couraging dispatch from Ashley, N. D., to 
Love said: ‘* Wheat looking fine, will raise 
the best crop even in this vicinity.”

AGENGY BANKS IN FAVOR, 


FESTED IN THE SUBJECT. 


Some of the Larger Institutions Walit- 
tng for Definite Authority to Inaugn- 
rate New Policy—Large Short inter- 
est in New York Market Becomes sa 
Bull Factor—Southern Pacific New 
Preferred Stock—RaMway Earnings 
~Erie Dividend—Financial News. 


It develops that a greater degree of con- 
sideration is being given the question of 
egency or eranch banking by ‘ocal fnstitu- 
tions than was suspected. Some of the larger 
banks which have recently been expanding 
and showing a rapid growth are anxious to 
increase their facilities and deposits by open- 
ing agencies in different parts of the city. 
The only question which is holding back 
expansion in this direction is the uncertain 
attitude of the state authorities. There is 
no doubt the matter will come to a conclu- 
sion shortly. 

Among themselves the banks are watching 
anxiously the moves made by one another. 
The proposed new bank of the Northern 
Trust company stockho!ders is a matter of 
much comment. Whether it is to be a dis- 
tinctly separate institution managed by its 
own officers or Is to be operated under ex- 
plicit direction of the present Northern 
Trust company officials suggests a phase of 
the banking business that will be closely 
watched. This will be especially true in 
case the latter policy be adopted. 

An unexpected amount of interest is shown 
in the case_of the Oak Park Trust and Sav- 
ings bank. This institution, as set forth In 
Tup TRIBUNE on Wednesday, has been con- 
ducting business in Chicago as well as Oak 
Park during the last eight years. The city 
office or branch is located on the eighth floor 
at 172 Washington street, and over the en- 
trance to the rooms is the name of the Oak 
Park Trust and Savings bank. Its place of 
business is also designated in the directories. 

When President H. W. Austin was asked 
about the conduct of the city office or branch 
he said: 

‘‘We have been opjerating this office for 
about eight years. We receive all deposits 
offered and pay out deposits. We also honor 
checks, and while we do not seek to gain 
city business we have some depositors here 
in the neighborhood whose checks are paid 
at this office. 

“But primarily we established a branch 
for the accommodation of our Oak Park 
patrons. We do not care to do a checking 
business, except for those depositors with 
whom we are well acquainted. In Oak Park 
we advertise our city office, but have not done 
so In Chicago.” 

The Oak Park Trust and Savings is a 
prosperous Institution, large enough to be 
representative of the system of agency or 
branch banking. 


Large Short Interest in Market. 

All advices from New York are to the 
effect that the short interest is extremely 
large. The general course of the market, 
coupled with occurrences in connection with 
the war, have been such as to induce a 
short interest. If it be as large as commis- 
sion houses think, there is room fora further 
advance in prices because of this short inter- 
est alone. 

In a message from their New York house 
yesterday 8. B. Chapin & Co. quot a Wall 
street interest as saying that if the borrow- 
ing demand was genuine, it was the largest 
known since the 90s, when every one was 
short, and that was the popular side of the 
market. This Interest had loaned 15,000 
shares of stock Wednesday night, and said 
stocks could be loaned in any amount. If 
this represented actual shorts, it was of 
such proportion as to make one neryous, 
The selling which caused Wednesday's break 
was 900 shares short stock to 100 shares long.

PULLMAN COMPANY LETS GO 
FULLY 2,000 MEN. 


Big Reduction in Force Is Due to De- 

erease in Orders for Cars—Ofiicials 

Expect to Re-employ All the Work- 

ers Before Winter — Northwestern 

Millers Protest Against the Grain 

. Rates—All Roads Expected to Meet 
Great Western’s St. Paul Cut. 


Lack of demand for new cars has com- 
pelled the Pullman“company to let go fully 
2.000 men from its shops since July 1. Offi- 
clals of the company say the shops are pretty 
well caught up on all contracts and new 
orders are coming in slowly. They expect, 
however, a big improvement in the business 
in the fall, whén the reémployment of all the 
men let out during the summer will become 
necessary. 

For three or four years the Pullman com- 

' pany has maintained a large complement of 
men, and, while the reduction appears large 
at this time, there are said to be more hands 
at work now than formerly during periods of 
what were regarded as normal times. It is 
figured out by experts that about one-fif- 
teenth part of the freight cars now in service 
on the railroads in this country must be re- 
newed each year, to say nothing of additional 
equipment the companies must build or pur- 
chase to keep pace with increasing business. 

From present indications the railroads of 
this country will fail far shdrt of filling their 
ear requirements this year, and it is reasona- 
bie, therefore, to assume that the necessities 
which should have been supplied during 1904 
will come in addition to the needs of 1905. 


Protest from Western Millers. 


Western milling interests want relief from 
-gonditions alleged to be due to the difference 
in rates on wheat and flour for export grow- 
ing out of a reduction made in June in the 
grain rates to continue in effect until Aug. 
81. They consider it discrimination against 
their business abroad because the foreign 
miller can buy his grain, grind it, and ship 
the product to this country cheaper than 
American flour can be sent abroad. They 
believe that either the old rates should be 
restored, which the eastern railroads do not 
consider practicable, or flour and wheat 
rates placed on an\equality.

Supt. Vredenburg of the Illinois insurance 
department, Attorney F. H. Rowe of the de- 
partment, and United States District Attor- 
ney Bethea were in consultation yesterday 
regarding action that may be taken against 
Lioyds insurance concerns operating in Illi- 
nois. The Lilinois Supreme court has decided 
that the state insurance department has no 
jurisdiction over Lioyds, but the authorities 
hope to prove several of these institutions 
are advertising fictitious assets and thus de- 
ceiving the public. 


They declare much has been secured 
showing that most of these Lloyds are evading 
the payment of losees. The officials also hold 
many of them have peculiar clauses in their poll- 
cies, Giffering from the standard policy, whereby 
they attempt to evade claims. The authorities 
will endeavor to have these concerns barred from 
use of the maile where proof can be shown that 
they are ad bogus assets and refusing 
to pay honest claims.

General Inspector William H. Johnaeon of the 
mational board of fire underwriters, at the sugges- 
tion of a special committee of companies, has re- 
i the fire protection facilities of Buffalo, 
N. Y., and his report, just tesued, says regarding 
the general conflagration hazard: 

“The congested section extends along the Ni- 
agara and Buffalo river fronts to Erie street, 
thence from Erie street to and along Main street 
to Mohawk, on Mohawk street to Washington, 
thence on Washington street to and along Ohio 
to the canal and river front, including the island, 
where a number of elevators, ware linseed 
oll works, and of] tanks are closely located. There 
are many localities within this area where serious 
fires are Mable to occur, although they may not re- 
sult in a general conflagration except under ad- 
verse conditions, such as failure of the usual water 
supply, overtaxed pumping machinery, and pres- 
ent deficient conditions at the city water works 
station.”’ 

He concludes with several recommendations, in- 
cluding: That the present batterfes of boilers at 
the pumping station shovld be replaced with at 
least ten of the most improved ; that the 
present pumping engines should replaced with 
the same number of more powerful, triple expan- 
sion engines of 30,000,000 gallons daily capacity; 
fireboat auxiliary line mains for the congested 
business section; construction of an edditional and 
independent fireproof pumping and boiler station, 
with fire wails between the pumping and boiler 
rooms, and the installation of machinery and 
electric power pumping engines to secure at least 
100,000,000 gallons additional water a day.
